of Horſe and Foot'to defend another Party that were ſent to bring 
with them-all the Forrage they could carry, and then in ſight of 
Dundalk, they Burnt all that was left for four Miles together, with- 
out the leaſt oppoſition of the Enemy. ng , 
Count Schomberg ſuffering all theſe things, made ns eaſily believe,

November) where he made a ſtay only of five 
days; and -to preſerve the Forrage there, came the 18h. of the 
ſame Month to Dublin, and Toon after received Intelligence, that 
.Schomberg not being able to ſtay any longer at Dundalk, had lefc 
that place, and in it many of his Sick Men behind. Afonſienr de 
. Boifleax, Major-General and Governour of Atherdee, having the 
firſt notice of it, ſent a Party of 24 Horſe thither ; the Officer 
who Commanded having found no body in the Town, ſent 12 of 
his Party after the Enemy, to take .an account of them, three 
Miles beyond the Town ; towards the Mountains they overtook 
Jome of the Enemies Baggage, Guarded by 100 Font, whom they 
Charged and .put to flight, made two Officers Priſoners, and ſe- 
veral Soldiers, and made a conſiderable Booty, 

The Mighty Expe&ations of the Great Schomberg, and his Re- 
*bellious Adherents, being thus Defeated, he Marche into the North 
of Jreland towards Belfaſt, with the weak remainder of his Army, 
being diminiſht much above one half, by extream Sickneſs, and 
waut of neceſſary Subſiſtance, tho? he hail a Fleet to attend him, 
and -a whole -Proyince behind him.. _ . | 

The Succeſs of this Campaign has fo ways been anſwerable to 
what Corzr Schowherg Chad 'with the greate[t. aſſurances) propoſed 
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to himſelf, but mmch contrary to the hopes he had given to his - 
Troops of Quartering in Dublir, and to divide amongſt them as 
Cromwel had done, . the Poſſeſſions and Inheritances of the Loyal 
Party ; he not doubting in the leaſt, with the Army he had brought, 
and with the help of: the Rebels, to be a compleat Conqueror of 
the whole Kingdom. before the end of the Campaign; otherwiſe, 
a General of his Character, would never have attempted a Deſign 
ſo Great and Hazardous, to the loſs of that Honour and Repy- 
tation which he had heen ſo-many years acquiring. 

And to add full Meaſure of Grief to the Retirement” of this 
General, amidſt- all the Fruſtrations of his Deligns, my Lord 
Acountcaſhel moſt ingeniouſly wrought his own Deliverance from 
his Confinement at J»iskilling, being pretty well recovered of his - 
Wounds, and came to the Kizg at. the Caſtle of Dublin, with ſe- 
veral Officers and others, from the Enemy, on Tu«/day the 17th. 
of December, where his Lordſhip was very kindly received by the 
King with a Hearty Welcome, and Carreſſed by. all the Great 
Officers and others his Friends, with all demonſtrations of . Joy .and= 
Gladneſs imaginable, 
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
